Japan Really Left in Westdatcin: 

| Details of the evacuation would not be in- 
teresting, save for the slow movement which 
has been agreed upon. It wijl be considered 
complete when the Japanese forces have 
crossed the fronti¢r of Manchuria into Corea 
and are in the Liaotung peninsula. The 
fact that the Russians agreed to this pro- 
posal is accepted by the Japanese as another 
evidence of the recognition pe their posses- 
sion of Corea. 

The Liaotung peninsula, hy the terms of 
‘the treaty, is placed under Japanese pro- 
‘tectorate; by this agreement it is regarded 
as de facto in Japanese possession. 

The first step toward evacuation will be 
simultaneous. The Russians will fall back 
to Harbin, the Japanesé tb a point near 
Mukden. This will be accomplished within 
four months, and the details will be left to 


the commanders in the fleld. The second 


movernent will be more extensive, and the 
third will witness the complete withdrawal. 
It reminds one! of two mien backing out 
of a room by different doors, each afraid to 
take a step longer than tho other because 
his “‘ dignity’ will be affected. The Japa- 
nese have made a concessionito the Russians 
in this matter, because it gives the latter 
a chante to substantiate she contention 
made by the czar’s plenipetentiaries that 
Russia is not a beaten nation. 


China Will Strenuously Object. 

| It will be the duty of Japan to restore Man- 
|churia to the administration of China, but 
Russia is confident of her ‘ability to take 
some step which will enable her to partici- 
pate in this ceremony. 

‘China undoubtedly will dale steeduous ob- 
jection to the lengthy occupation of Man- 
churia which Japan and Russia have deter- 
mined) upon. She had expected to regain 
possession of the northern province imme- 
diately after the ratification of the treaty. 
She had gone to the point, in fact, of calling 
upon viceroys and ministers abroad for the 
expression of their views ‘as to measures 
which should be adopted to restore complete- 
ly the administration of Manchuria. 

Chinese authorities are cokcerned over the 
prospect that they will expérience the same 
difficulty in connection with the withdrawal 
of Russia and Japan as they had in bringing 
about the evacuation of Great Britain and 
Germany out of Shanghai after the boxer 
revolt. 

It will be récalied that fearing the exten- 
sioh of the Peking trouble to Shanghai, the 
consuls there called upon the respeective gov- 
ernments for troops. Germany and Great 
‘Britain hastened to act im order to assert 
their interest in the tremendously rich valley 
of the Yangtsekiang river. | 

Great Britain always claimed this region to 
be in her sphere of influence, but Germany, 
which recognized’ the value‘and possibilities 
of trade among its millions of people, de- 
clined to recognize the claim. In any way. 
Even today Germany suspects Great Britain 
‘of seeking to extend her sovereignty over this 
portion of China. 


Will History Repeat Itself. 

When tranquillity had been restored to 
China, the Peking government made repre- 
gentations to both Great Britain and Ger- 
many to withdraw. The two nations were 
willing to_retire, but one was afraid to leave 
before the other, because of the impression 
that it would make on thousands of Chinese. 
' @hina remembers that difficult period with 
concern and fears it will be repeated in Man- 
ehuria. It is apparent that these fears are 
on the point of realization. ,

Ashland, Wis., Sept. 3.—[Spécial.}—Eleven 
men of the crew of the oré steamer Sevona, 
which went on Sand island reef off York 
island on Friday night, are believed to have 
been lost, either with the ‘wreck or in an 
attempt to reach land ina boat, from which 
nothing has been heard. 

One of the two boats which put off from 
the vessel, with four-women and seven men 
aboard, including Chief Engineer Phillippi, 
reached shore on Little Sand bay, after a 
night of struggling against the storm. 


Eleven Probably Perished.

EIGHT MEMBERS of crew of vessel; names

Capt. McDonald, two mates, and three 
members of the crew remained on the un- 
submerged portion of the. wreck when the 
boats put off. When a tug, guided from 
Bayfield by Engineer Phillippi, reached the 
wreck today nothing could be found of the 
men left there. 

The party that reached shore owes its 
safety to the pleading of several women 
among the passengers, who, when the crew, 
utterly discouraged by suffering, was ready 
to give up the struggle, urged the men to new 
efforts. Those rescued are:

The Sevona, ore ladén, from Allouez to 
Erie, ran ashore in aj heavy northeaster.

After battling with the waves all 
night, dawn broke with land in sight and the 
party reached shore after several attempts 
to land at Little Sand bay.

PLANNING POR EW HAYOR 


DEMOCRATS BEGIN EARLY TO DIs- 
CUSS AVAILABLE MEN. 


Party Divided in Three Factions, 
_ Which Respectively Favor Dunne, 
Harrison, and Some Other Candi- 

date—Prospect of Four Year Term 

for Next Incumbent Lends Interest 
_te the Situastion—Radicals Want 
| Darrow Nominated for the Office.

Badly mixed up as democratic local poli- 
tices is now, the democratic managers are 
mixing it up more by starting in to. figure 
on the result of the next mayoral conven- 
tion. So far it has been nothing more than 
figuring, as the issues of today are hardly 
likely to be those of a year from now, but 
already there has been a casting about for 
possible alliances and tentative propositions 
looking toward possible combinations. 

The next mayorship is going to be a prize 
worth fighting for. If the charter amend- 
ment passed by the last legislature is rati- 
fied by the people next fall—and it is gen- 
erally taken for granted it will be—the 
mayor’s term will be four years. 

‘That Mayor Dunne wants to succeed him- 
self is known. He will have to if he is go- 
ing to give municipal ownership to Chicago. 
His present plans for a municipal street 
railway, under his “contract *: arrangement, 
do not contemplate installing it until some 
months after his present term has expired. 


Rewards for Loyalty Demanded. 

But many of the democratic managers do 
not really care as much for municipal own- 
ership as their public utterances would in- 
dicate. The personality of the mayor and 
what he is willing to do for them are of a 
great deal more importance in their eyes. 
Up to date Mayor Dunne has not made him- 
self especially popular with these people and 
most of them can bring delegates into a 
convention. 

The executive committee of the Municipal 
Ownership. league is debating the mayor’s 
*‘contract plan,’’ and members give it out 
to the newspaper reporters they are afraid 
this granting of a franchise to a private cor- 
poration is not municipal ownership ‘‘ now,”’ 
which was promised them by Judge Dunne 
when he was running for mayor. Some 
persons say. the faultfinding of the members 
of the league is due to the fact that few of 
them have been appointed to office. 


Three Factions in Party. 


So far a@ the democratic organization is 
now divided there are three factions to it. 
There are the ward leaders who formerly 
belonged to the Harrison faction but who 
have. been recognized by Mayor Dunne since 
his inauguration and have naturally trans- 
ferred their allegiance to the present mayor. 
As long as this recognition continues they 
will stick by Judge Dunne, 

This, however, does not cover many wards. 
There is the Third, in part the Fourth and 
Fifth, the Highth, the Twentieth, the Twen- 
ty-second, the Thirty-first, the Thirty-second, 
the Thirty-fourth, and Thirty-fifth, and that 
is about all. In most of the other wards the 
friends of the mayor have started fights 
against the present committeemen. To stop 
these fights would interfere with the plans 
of the adherents of William Randolph 
Hearst, and Mr. Hearst is supporting the 
mayor for renomination. His friends, how- 
ever, say they can bring in the delegates 
from these contested wards. 

Then there are the ward leaders who are 
backing Carter H. Harrison for renomina- 
tion. Ex-City Clerk William Loeffler is the 
most prominent of these by virtue of the fact 
he can control the most delegates. He is 
still in control of the Ninth, Tenth, Eleventh, 
and Twelfth wards, the Seventh Congres- 
sional district. He says the ex-mayor could 
be again elected if he were nominated. John 
Brennan of the Highteenth ward is still a 
Harrison man also, but his health is such 
he can never take part in another campaign. 


New Man for Mayor Is Urged. 

The third set includes the ward leaders 
who were with Mr, Harrison as long as he 
was n. yor because it was useless to op- 
pose him, but who would hardly consent 
to nominate him again, especially for a four 
year term. Roger Sullivan, the democratic 
committeeman, and Ald. John Powers of the 
Nineteenth ward are the most notable ex- 
amples of this faction. They would prefer 
to make terms with Mayor Dunne. 

This. faction is looking around for some 
third man who could be put forward as a 
*‘ compromise candidate.” At present the | 
hames most spoken of in this connection are * 
those of George A. Trude and ex-Judge John 
Barton Payne. The list will grow, however, 
long before the primaries are had and an 
attempt will be made to throw aside both 
the mayor and the ex-mayor and select some 
third man. 

The threat of the radicals, however, its 
that if this is doné some independent candi- 
date, Clarence 8.

It came to light as a result of 
the meeting of Dold, T. P. Quinn, John Fitz- 
patrick, Daniel L. Cruice, Secretary Edward 
Nockéls, and a few others in Lioyd’s office. 

Quinn, it developed, hungers for a posi- 
tion in the city administration for his serv- 
ices on the Municipal Ownership league. 
Nockels long has wanted a job on the board 
of public improvements, and Deld is ambi- 
tious to run as an independent labor can- 
didate in the next municipal campaign. To 
gain all this it was necessary to have at 
least the show of controlling the centrai la- 
bor body. 

Having this, it is the plan to force Mayor 
Dunne to give to the Jabor people the jobs 
which they say he promised them. Quinn 
for some time has been denouncing the 
mayor for not giving the place of corpora- 
tion counsel to Cruice. This, it is under-. 
stood, was opposed by Clarence Darrow. The 
plot against Dunne has gone so far that 
rumors are current of a large sum offered 
to place him on the “ upfair ’’ list with union 
labor. 

Hurried Caucuses Held. 

Some intimation of these things could be 
geen in the hurried caucuses which were 
held between the rival forces just before the 
meeting. Madden and Frank Thoman, one 
of his lieutenants, buttonholed Dold on the 
platform, where the president sat in firm 
possession of his chair and gavel long before 
the meeting opened. 

Madden had not learned of the scheme to 
bolt the “ harmony” program and railroad 
the election through until nearly noon. He 
had no time to gather his men. Heattempt- 
ed to compromise with Dold. Dold shook his 
head unmoved. 

At 2:15 p.' m. the meeting was called to 
order. Several ‘ plain clothes *’ men were 
observed in the hall.

Madden appealed; but“was voted 
down by the house. 

The report of the judges of the election 
was called for by Dold. it was read, with 
Dold at the head of the ticket. 

**I declare these officers elected for the 
ensuing term,” said Dold, calmly ignoring 
the wild gesticulations of Hogan, who was 
trying to get the floor. Madden, Hogan, and 
Jaxon appealed and were beaten. 


Some Business Transacted. 

When order had been restored a resolu- 
tion ‘was adopted “ condemning the unbusi- 
nesslike methods of the city officials handling 
convict labor products.”’ 

John vu. Harding, secretary and organizer 
for the Typographical union No. 16, made a 
report of the strike in progress against ttye 
Chicago Typothete. He did not ask for 
funds, but for sympathy. 

‘The strike will not spread and we can 
take care of the situation,’’. he said. 

The report of the Labor day committee 
was heard and Delegate Kennedy from the

Comes to Disrupt Teamsters, 

Thomas Nelson, formerly president of the 
Baggage and Parcel Delivery Drivers’ union, 
returned to Chicago with the avowed purpose 
of heading the secession movement in the 
teamsters’ union. He proposes to revive the 
old Teamsters’. National union, which existed 
before the two drivers’ organizations were 
merged into the international brotherhood. 
He says that he will apply to the secretary 
of the state of Illinois tomorrow for a char- 
ter, and that he expects to recruit immedi- 
ately a membership of 10,000.

Mr. Creelman Describes Accident.

I called to my chauffeur, but he did not 
answer. Then, in the dim light I saw his 
limp form a few feet away from me.

The car approached rapidly and it seems to 
me the motorman could not have helped see- 
ing us.

It is strange that the agitators who have 
done so mitch to-demoralize the soldiers by - 
the abolitidn of the canteen should make 
no attempts to suppress the saloons they 
have called into existence. If they were 
sincere in their anxiety for the protection 
of the soldiers against the drink habit they 
surely would‘try to establish an arid, 
liquorless -zone around each post. They 
would appeal to state legislatures to enhct 
laws forbidding the licensing of salotns 
within a certain distance of a post. Then 
the soldier on jas days off would have to 
travel farther et Hquor and would hot 
have time to takéso many drinks. 

The canteen ah d be re&sta blished: But 
if congress cannot, be induted to do that 
because of its fean of the earnest women 
who think they know best ‘how to make 
soldiers good, state legislatures should, be 
asked to enact laws which will prevent 
the opening of saloons at the very gates 
of an army post. Few legislatures will re- 
fuse to do it, for they will got be affected 
by the selfish motives which contro! local 
licensing authorities.

But the transaction is fraudulent 
from beginning to dnd, the contract is not 
worth the paper that it is written on, and 
should the adopted “ child *’ venture to make 
uke of either the name or the title which he 
fondly imagines himself to have acquired, 
he would be quickly jailed, fined, and sen- 
tenced to a term of imprisonment. If there 
ate so few prosecutions by the victims of 
these swindles, it is because as a rule they 
do not care to expose themselves to the rid- 
idule inevitably entailed by the proceedings. 
The laws of Germany about adoption are 
oh the same line with those of other Euro- 
| countries, and if I draw attention 
tharete it is because of the widespread pub- 
licity given to the story of an alleged Prin- 
cess Anne Esterhagy, who ow lives in 
straitened circumstances in Paris, and who 
offers to adopt any one and thus to share 
her narhe and her title with whoever is will- 
ing to pay the trifle of $100,000 for the ques- 
tionable privilege. Just how the princess, 
who claims to be an Esterhazy by birth and 
to be the widow of 4 Parisian financier, pro- 
poses to go about it, she does not explain. 
But it may be just as well uhder the cir- 
cumstances to point out that the princely 
branch of the historic house of Esterhazy 
gary mt no member of the name of Anne. 
. 


'In fact there are only three Princesses Es- 
terhazy in existencé, one of them Princess 
Marguerite, the wife of the chief of the fam- 
ily; the second her 5 year old daughter Ma- 
rie, while the third, a Countess Andrassy 
by birth, is the wife of Prince Nicholas and 
makes her home with him at Budapest. Nor 
is there even any woman among the numer- 
ous members of the junior branches of the 
family who bear the title of count and 
countess who would answer the description 
of the alleged princess at Paris, who must 
be set down, therefore, as either a crank 
or a fraud. 

The only means by which any American 
can obtain a foreign historic name and title 
if, if a womah, through marriage with some 
foreign nobleman; and if a man, then 
through marriage with the daughter of some 
Spanish noble, the heiress of dignities: For 
in| Spain, alone of all European countries, 
the strange law prevails by which titles de- 
geend to and through women, and which, 
when borne by them in their own right, 
become the property of their husbands along 
with their name. Thus in Spain if a duke 
has a daughter and no sons, but merely neph- 
ews, his titles at his death will go, not to 
his brother's sons nor to his nearest rela- 
tives in the male line, Dut to his daughter, 
and if the latter is married, also to the lat- 
ter’s husband, no matter whether he be a 
Spaniard or a foreigner.

If the impending marriage of Lord Hunt- 
ly’'s nephew, young Douglas Gordon, to Miss 
Streatficld attracts #0 much attention 
throughout Scotland, M is because the Gor- 
géons, in spite of their faults, are exceedingly 
popular in the land of cakes, and from time 
immemorial have maihtained a strong hold 
on the affections of their Yellow countrymen. 
Moreover he is an object of particular in- 
terest, as being after his. father the only 
remaining direct heir of Lord Huntly. Few 
peerages seemed better provided with heirs 
than this marquisate of Higntly forty years 
ago. .The late marquis, father of the present 
peer, and grandfather of Douglas, had no 
less than seven sons.

Lord 
Douglas, popularly known. as “ Briggs,’’ re- 
nowned for his shrill high pitched voice, and 
his brother Lord Esme both died a few years 
ago without male issue, and) only two of the 
brothers remain: namely—Lord Huntly, who 
is childless, and Lord “ Grannie,” the father 
of Douglas Gordon, é 

It is not generally known that there are 
a large number of Gordons, legitimaté mem- 
bers. of this historic family, who figure to 
this day in the nobilities of Germany, Aus- 
ttHia, Russia, and Scandinavia. Most of 
them are descended from Lord Henry Gor- 
don, younger son of the. second marquis of 
Huntly, who after the death of Charlies I. 
migrated to Poland witf his sister, Lady 
Katherine. The latter married the grand 
treasurer of Poland, Count Andrew Morsz- 
tyn, and it was her great grandson, Stanis- 
jas Poniatoski, who was the last king of 
Poland. Lord Henry Gordon was natural- 
iged as a Polish nobleman under the name 
of marquis of Huntly-Gordon in 1658, the 
decree signed by King John Casimir of Po- 

nd being still in existence. His lineal de- 
scendant in the male line, who still bears 
ithe same title, lives in Warsaw today.

Russian Writer Discussing Future | 
Policy Sees Need of Protecting 
Slav Cause Against German 
Aggression.

Portsmouth, N. H., Sept. .8.~Alexander 
Briantchininoff, correspondent of the St. 
Petersburg Slovo, writing regarding: the fu- 
ture policy of Russia, says: 

“It is an axiom that a great country can- 
not consider its frontiers as definitely fixed 
until its provinces have obtained free and 
unobstructed access to, the sea. Germany 
has her ports on the North sea; England, the 
Atlantic ocean; France, the Atlantic and 
Mediterranean; while the United States, 
flanked by two oceans, is in a better position 
than any. European country. and for this 
reason must certainly in the near future 
play a great role in the world’s politics. 

“ Russia, owing to this unfortunate and 
regrettable war and to the conditions on 
which peace have been obtained from Japan, 
loses her absolute preponderance in the far 
east; but it is to be hoped that she will be 
wise enough to recommence the badly: be- 
gun adventure in Manchuria. She will have 
to be satisfied to regain through commerce 
what she has lost through the army. Vladi- 
vostok, frozen for four months every year, 
with Japanese sentinels all around her, can- 
not have a sufficient political value to coun-~ 
terbalance Japanese ambition, so that a 
frank understanding between Japan and 
Russia is necessary in order that the two 
countries shall be sure of each other's good 
faith. 


 — 


“The maintenance of Chinese integrity 
certainly enters into this program, as it is 
only through peace being insured'in the far 
east that Russia can be free to. confine her 
activities to the European stage, where her 
presence will soon become indispensable. 
No matter what the future of the control of 
the gateways to the Baltic may be, that sea 
never will be for Russia anything else but 
a sea closed by ice. So it was natural for 
Russia sooner or later to begin again. her 
efforts to gain an open port to the soyvth- 
ward. 

“To attain this object there are only two 
ways, the Persian gulf and the Bosporus. 
The first is easier, Persia being in a state 
of disintegration, while the Indian army, 
although quite capable of defending India, 
is not in a position to go to the defense of 
Persia. Germany certainly would help Rus- 
sia’s scheme in the Persian gulf if it were 
left free in the Bosporus, while (tf Kussia 
tried to reach the Bosporus she would have 
to face German opposition and’ fight Tur- 
key, which is much stronger than Persia. 
England at most would remain passive. 
Still, the conquest of the Bosporus would 
be the best Russia could do, as to reach the 
Persian gulf would necessitate forcing a 
way several thousand miles. It would not 
be dissimilar to the index which took her 
to Port Arthur. She would advance between 
two rivals. 

* On the other hand, if she directed her 
efforts toward the Bosporus and ‘offered 
some facilities to England in the south of 
Persia, she could be tranquil. On the east she 
would be in a position to protect the f’1iv 
cause against German influence, whicl. is 
growing every day. On the eastern side she 
would prevent Germany from being para- 
mount in Europe. 

‘‘ Finally, there is another reason for which 
it is time that Russia should understand that 
she must rely on England, and not on Ger- 
many. Germany is the power of today and 
is putting forward every effort to make Eng- 
land the power of yesterday and prevent the 
rising of the power of tomorrow—Russia—at 
the head of a great Slav confederation. 
Prance, which is undoubtedly the power of 
yesterday, has realized this and has entered 
into an understanding with England while 
still an ally of Russia, 

‘* Alexander HII. realized it when he joined 
hands with France, but after him a clear po- 
litical object on the part of Russia was lost. 
The duty of Russia toward her Slav brothers 
was abandoned, was forgotten, and the coun- 
try with eyes closed threw herself into the 
hazardous game which naturally ended in a 
catastrophe. If now Germany succeeds in 
pushing Russia into the Persian gulf, the 
adventure will mean a quarrel with England. 
coolness toward France, and the sacrifice of 
the Slavs of Austria and Turkey on the altar 
of Gemman ambition. It will finally mean a 
new conflagration with Japan and England 
combined, with Germany looking for her 
own interests, at most neutral. 


> 


‘If, on. the contrary, a quadruple under- 
standing could be reached between the two 
dual alliances, France and Russia on one 
side and England and Japan on the other, 
having as an object the protection of their 
Asiatic, African, and Australian possessions, 
Russia might easily reach her object on the 
Bosporus and support Italy and the Slavs 
when the Inevitable question of the Austrian 
succession arises. 

‘In this way the threatening imperialism 
of Germany would be quenched and the Eu- 
repean equilibrium would be safeguarded, a 
thing which is necestary for the influence of 
the United States in the Pacific. However, 
to .¢ able to direct the Russian polities to 
these far distant but natural and possibile 
aimns, it is necessary first to clear the Rus- 
sian foreign office of German traditions and 
personnel and have true diplomatists like 
Witte, and not clerk diplomatists in charge 
of Russia’s foreign policy, all of which will 
be more difficult than was the conclusion of 
peace with Japan.”’

“The Schogt for Husbands,” by Stanislaus 
Stange, is a light opera libretto farce decked 
out in the furbelows of the patch and powder 
period. It was presented at Powers’ last even- 
ing, thus inaugurating the regular fall 
season 5 that playhouse, and the perform- 
ance given by Alice Fischer and her com- 
pany kept an audience of large size agreeably 
entertained until after 11 o’clock. The praise 
for the entertainment must go to the players, 
however, for their efforts, rather than the 
play itself, made thé evening enjoyable. 
Miss Fischer as a stellar luminary in the 
theatrical firmament was an unknown quan- 
tity here in Chicago, but she proved herself 
an actress whose rollicking, wholesome per- 
sonality and hearty, infectious laughter won 
her the liking of her onlookers, and whose 
robust, good natured abilities as a fun 
maker enabled her to keep her auditors 
pleasantly amused. Years of experience have 
made her mistress of the technic of her pro- 
fession, and her acting is marked by a gurety, 
ease, and poise which make it both effective 
and commendable. It is rollicking and at 
times boisterous, but it is unmistakably 
genuine In its heartiness and spirit, and@’for 
this reason appeals. 

The role Miss Fischer is asked to assume 
is that of an eighteenth century wife who is 
neglected by her husband. He married her 
for love, she him for position. She had come 
to love him, but he neglects her for cards, 
wine, and the fashionable women of his set. 
She grows weary of his indifference and, 
accepting the advice of her friends, plays at 
being the social butterfly. Her rivals try to 
blacken her reputation and her husband 
grows jealous of the attentions she receives, 
but she succeeds in discomfiting the former 
and pacifying the later. The piece ends 
with the husband so meekly schooled that he 
begs for forgiveness and favor. Miss Fischer 
has poor material with which to work, but 
by the geniality of her presence, her generous 
smile, her skill in making the “ point " of her 
speeches carry swiftly home, and her abii- 
ities.to keep the tempo of every scene bright 
and rapid, she succeeds in. winning approval 
for herself and in making her audience 
enjoy itself. Most of her work is along broad 
comedy or farce lines, but the one or\two 
moments of emotional work which have place 
in the course of the play She handles con- 
vincingly. 


The play itself is artificial, unnatural, and 
“made” in the last degree. The plot, as 
well as nearly all the fun business, is 014 to 
the point of venerability and the dialogue, 
while including many clever epigrammatic 
and witty lines, is so palpably manufactured 
after long and patient endeavor, that it lacks 
all semblance of shontaneity and natural- 
ness. And many of the speeches are piati- 
tudinous to an inexcu@able degree. As for 
the plot, all its joints are visible and the 
dramatic machinery creaks painfully much of 
the time. The possibilities for a bright, 
merry comedy are contained in the story. 
Mr. Stange has employed but‘he has been 
unequal to putting them to their best and 
most effective use.

Market Influences Are Varied.

in some quarters that business has been 
larger than reported, and a better eastern 
demand here for No. 2 hard, Visible supply 
stocks also are slightly less than 1,000,000 
bu larger than last year in spite of the early 
and liberal movement of winter wheat. Lo- 
cal public stcks, however, are nearly triple 
those of last year at this date, and public 


and private stocks exceed 5,000,000 bu, but’ 


elevators apparently are satisfied it will be 


wanted ultimately, although soft wheat was 


so unpopular as to be delivered freely on 
September contracts because it seems likely 
to earn storage until the present dull ship- 
ping demand livers up. 

Receipts at Minneapolis and Duluth ran

Little Change in Corn Situation. 

With the arrival of September the corn 
trade can see a jittle more clearly what is 
going on or is likely to go on among the 
bull leaders in carrying out their September 
deal. The local trade can also realize a little 
better than before what effect some adverse 
weather conditions might have on the new 
crop months. A recent Washington bulletin 
declared that it will take till Sept. 15 to put 
the advanced’ corn out of the way of frost, 
and possikly Oct. 1 to secure the entire acre- 
age, which will make weather the important 
influence for a time. Up to date the move- 
ment of corn from the western reserves to 
swamp the bull leaders, as the bears put it, 
has not been up to expectation, and apparent- 
ly will not undess fancy prices after the mid- 

le of the month induce a lot of corn to move 
which is not now in sight. 


Oats and Provisions. 

Receipts of oats are no longer heavy enough 
to depress prices much, and the seaboard is 
reporting good export sales. The efforts on 
the part of local bears to force a further 
break have created a fair short interest, 
and indications were that a local leader has 
been accumulating a long line of May. The 
narrowness of the general trade has kept 
prices within narrow limits, and the close of 
the week saw a change of only \c ina down- 
ward direction in deferred months.
